City Destroyed. 


FARMING TOOLS REDUCED TO ASHES. 


Narrow E» eai>e of » Family from lifln g 
(riiklird to Death—-Two lluildtng* t’ol- 
lap» <* I n« l« -r the AV« » iglit of ili« ‘ Falling 
W alls of tl» e Devoured Structure*— Sev­

K ansas Citv, J une 11. —A general alarm 
was sent in from the corner of Thirteenth 
and Hickory streets for a fire which was 
raging ou the third floor of tlit* building 
owned and occupied by the Keystone Im­ 
plement company, 
1,817 to 1,321 
est 
Thirteenth street. The fire had been burn­ 
ing quite a while before the lire depart­ 
ment arrived on the spot and the flames 
hail gotten beyond control. 
The burning 
building was a four-story brick and was 
stocked with all sorts of farming imple­ 
ments, as well as harness, etc. 
Spreads to Another ItulMlng. 
The firemen worked hard to confine tho 
flames to the K eystone building, but the 
stock of paints and oils fed the flames, 
which leaped in the air from fifty to 100 
feet and were quickly communicated to 
the Buford and George M anufacturing 
com pany’s building, 1J11 to K115, on the 
east. 
This firm also manufactures ag ri­ 
cultural im plem ents and their stock was 
a large one. 
The department fought the 
flames on all sides and succeeded in keep 
ing the fire within the two structures 
named, but both buildings and contents 
were entirely destroyed, even the walls 
having fallen. 
AValls Fall « 1» a Residence. 
About 6 o'clock the west wall of the Key* 
stone building fell and crushed an adjoin­ 
ing frame dw elling occupied by Charles 
l ’tvrcey. 
The fam ily had left Its home and 
wa« thus saved from death. 
The Birch

Francis Lieber, who said, ‘You m ig ht us 
well talk of a self laid egg.* ” 
The reputation Mr Atkinson has made 
results principally from numerous pam 
pblets and papers that tie has contributed 
to current literature on economic topics. 
The subjects embrace banking, competi 
tion, cotton, free trade, mechanical aits 
and protection. 
Among his most impor 
taut addresses was “ Banking," delivered 
at Saratoga before the American Bankers’ 
association, and “ What Makes the Kate of 
W ag es,” before flu- British Association 
For the Advancement of Science. 
In 1SH6 he began the preparation of n 
series of monographs on economic ques 
tions for periodical publication.
